Ken Bonds scored both touchdowns on runs of 15 yards. 

E.C. WASHINGTON 20, CLARK 7 ... The inevitable 
happened as the Senators snapped GRC’s string at five 
games. After two quick Washington scores, Ken Bonds 
streaked 85 yards for the longest Pioneer touchdown run 
of the season. After playing E.C. to a standstill for two 
quarters, the Pioneers yielded another touchdown. Thus 
what was supposed to be a rout turned out to be a good 
ball game. 

CLARK 6, WHITING 0 . . . Finishing one of the best 
seasons with one of their greatest victories, the Pioneers 
downed the Oilers in the annual season 's-end classic. Ken 
Bonds continued his scoring ways with a 51 -yard jaunt into 
the Whiting end zone in the third period. After that the 
Blue-and-White played a defensive game, halting various 
Oiler threats before they got serious.
